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Response to Amendment 



1 . The reply filed on March 2, 2004 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

(A) Applicant's replies to the questions raised by the examiner in paragraph 17 of the 
previous Office action relating to the issue of public use or sale activity are still neither complete 
nor particularly clear. For example, in response to question (a) posed by the examiner, applicants 
fail to indicate whether or not the internet-connected refrigerator oven announced by David 
Whitwam was or was not a public announcement of the instant invention. In response to question 
(b) posed by the examiner, applicants fail to even provide a single specific example of any public 
announcements or press releases related to the instant invention other than the ones made on 
January 16-17, 2002; this is not acceptable, since the examiner specifically asked that applicant 
identify at least some additional public announcements and/or press releases if these existed. 
Also, in response to question (d) posed by the examiner, applicants merely indicated that 
applicants "did not show any prototype or concept appliances at any tradeshows prior to January 
16-17, 2002" and that "applicants did not make or distribute any brochures prior to January 16- 
17, 2002". Again, this fails to be a direct or proper response to the examiner's questions and 
request for information, since the examiner asked that any tradeshows (regardless of whether or 
not these occurred before January 16-17, 2002) at which the instant invention was shown be 
identified and that brochures relating to the instant invention made available to the public at 
these tradeshows (including the January 16-17 tradeshow) be made available to the examiner. 
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(B) Applicant has added claim 38 without indicating whether or not this newly added 
claim is readable upon the previously elected species as required. More particularly with regard 
to this matter, see MPEP 809.02(a) and the corresponding original election/restriction 
requirement posed by the examiner.
